Fox had no 
fhare in the government at this juncture 
we are {peaking of; bat it was chiclly 
owing to him that the affairs of the 
nation had been directed into fo happy 
a channel; and tlrere is every reafon to 
believe that if his counfel had been dif. 
tened to, tn the late unlooked-for di. 
lemina, we fhould till have purfued the 
{ame aufpicioustract. ‘The perion who 
had made his way to the fupreme polt 
of governmeat, though of uncommon 
attainment, had lefs experience in men 
and things, and was not gifted with the 
fame forelight into public events: he 
plunged the nation into a new war, te 
keep out of the country a principle 
which it was alleged had oceafioned the 
French revolution, and might endan- 
ger our own eltablifhment. No man 
wil deny that there was fome danger 
of that kind: but was ic wife to enter 
into a war to avert it? Was no part of 
that danger to be found at home? And 
would it not have been more politic to 
concede to the people thefe privileges 
which on all hands it is allowed they 
havea right todemand, it did appear 
undoubtedly that there was a confider- 
ably diffufed republican fpirit ia Eng- 
land at the period to which we allude: 
but republicans are a loud and as well 
as plain {peaking men, and there were 
too many perfons apprifed of the advan- 
tages of a well-tempered and mixed 
government, not to have been conteat- 
ed with the monarchial part of it, not- 
withitanding the exiflence of thofe 
grievances fo loudly complained of — 
Under fo prudent a courfe, mr. Fox 
would have been the advifer of the 
crown as well asthe advocate of the 
people. Where nothing is to be de- 
manded, our views are to preferve what 
we have got. How has hs rival ated? 
Wiy, iu refitting that claim which he 
once acknowledyed by his condu& to 
be jult, and fanctioned by his eloquenée, 
he has dimintihed the national prolpe- 
rity, and put the whole of the public 
fyrtune to hazard. 

i beve are fome who blame mr. Fox’s 
Oppoltion, as they do every thing elfe, 
on the groupdof ity re ia the ne- 
cellary moveme¢ Adsl Linc llaic an lume 
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of war. Ina mafterly fpeech he deli- 
vered on the 3d of March,1779, tntro- 
duétory to a motion of cenfure on the 
firf lord of the admiralty, he offers a 
fatisfaGtory anfwer to fuch perfons.— 
After {peaking of the advantages a 
defpotic government derives from fecre- 
cy, and an exemption from public tn- 
terference in many of its enterprizes, 
where the vigour of exertion is only 
bounded by the abilities of the ftate; 
he beautifully exemplifies how much 
fuch advantages are overbalanced by 
thofe of a free government. * No fo- 
ciety,’ faid he, * is contlituted folely 
for war. It would be imprudent not 
to provide againtt fuch a contingency ; 
bot abfurd to make it the excluiive ob- 
yee? of every civil inftitution. In thrs 
reipect, therefore, free are infinitely 

referable todefporic itates. The latter 
feem modelled, only with a few excep- 
tions, to circumftances of holtilhty; 
the former are chiefly calculated for 
times of peace. Thefe more effectually 
proteét men in their perfons and pro- 
perties, encourage and ftimulate the ex- 
ertions of individuals, call forth and 
occupy talents in the public fervice 
which misht otherwife be loft mm obfcu- 
vity, aflift the enterprizes of trade and 
ecommerce, infpire the love of our coun- 
try, and countenance a ipirit of hoaett 
independence. No modification of fo- 
ciety can be altogether free from mecon- 
vemence; but that is ce:tainly bett, on 
the whole, which puts every man as 
nearly ona level as poffible, by tubjeet- 
my all equally to the fame laws. ‘fhis 
happily combincs cvery member of the 
fociety tim one common mntereit, and 
creates a perfonal, as well as a public 


pride, which, when properly directed,

One offthe French frigates returning 
with difpatches to Europe was encoun- 
tered, near the Bahamas, by the Cleo- 
patra of 32 puns and rgomen, and, not- 
withitanding her fuperior force, carry- 
ing 46 guns and 350 men, the Cleopa- 
tra chafed her, and engaged her for 
three hours.

der, of 50 guns, and were taken and 
carried into Bermuda. 

EAST INDIES, 

In this quarter of the world new 
troubles have arifen, from the energy .
